A STEADY DEMAND. 


CONFIDENCE IN PRESENT PRICES. 

The official report of the Belfast Linen 
Trade for the past fortnight states that in 
the weaving section there is a quiet, steady 
demand for various classes of goods, and 
orders have been placed more freely than 
for some time past. a 

Housekeeping goods, including damasks, 
have been the leading feature of the market 
during the past fortnight. Moderate quan- 
tities of dress linens have also been ar- 
ranged. The improvement previously re- 
ported is maintained, and prices are dis- 
tinctly firmer. 

Merchants.—There is no change since our 
last report. Orders continue to come along 
fairly freely, covering a greater variety of 
ranges. Confidence in present prices is now 
fairly well established. Dress Linens.—Con- 
ditions, so far as dress linens are concerned, 
remain unchanged. Some fair orders have 

n received for coloured linens from 
Various markets. Whites and oysters have 
SlsoPenid for U.S.A. 


Spinners.—A fair amount of business has 
been put through during the past’ two weeks. 
Sales continue to absorb the production, and 
stocks are in moderate compass. Prices with- 
out quotable change. 


Irish flax markets have been decidedly 
smaller since the last report, and selection 
will be very poor at the end of the present 
month. All the fibre marketed has been 
bought at unchanged prices. Courtrai.— 
Demand is good for all classes of flax, as 
Irish spinners did not receive supplies for six 
weeks, owing to the dispute. Continental 
spinners are also buying in fair quantities. 
There is practically no change in value, the 
tendency being against buyers. 
After the recent huge buying, there has beep 
a lull, but the Government are very firm 
now at sharply advanced prices. They can 
only offer shipment May to July, so are in @ 
strong position. Esthonian—Supplies keep
